Greenbelt is home to one of 
the judges Greenbelters found 
listed on their ballots on Tuesday, 
March 7. Judge Maureen 
Lamasney, 48, was appointed by 
Governor Parris Glendening on 
December 18, 1998, to be one of 
the 23 judges of the Circuit 
Court of Prince George’s County. 
Now the time had come for her, 
like all appointees, to run in the 
first general election after her ap- 
pointment. Lamasney was 
elected. 

After graduation from the 
Catholic University Law School, 
Lamasney joined the Public 
Defender’s Office of Prince 
George’s County and worked her 
way up to the position of District 
Public Defender. Her entire pro- 
fessional life has been spent in 
the courtroom. “I love it,” she 
said recently. “It’s very challeng- 
ing and fascinating. I especially 
love the jury trials because it’s 
such a unique process — and it’s 
never the same.” 

Lamasney has lived in 
Greenbelt for 17 years and owns 
a GHI house. She says she val- 
ues Greenbelt because of the 
sense of community. “It reminds 
me of Queens, where I grew up,” 
she said recently. “I knew all the 
names of my neighbors and of 
their cats and dogs. That's true 
here, too. And the facilities can’t 
be beat. I’m an original member 
of the Aquatic Center.”

City Council and Consultants 


Seek Support for USDA Lawsuit

Four citizens came to be in- 
formed at a March 22 public in- 
formation meeting called by the 
Greenbelt City Council to present 
information about the city’s law- 


| suit against the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture (USDA) and the 


Army Corps of Engineers. The 
meeting was called to garner sup- 
port for the city’s efforts to have 
the USDA undertake a full blown 
environmental impact study (EIS) 
of the impact of road construc- 
tion needed to provide better ac- 
cess to the new USDA headquar- 
ters facility on Sunnyside Road. 
In the lawsuit, the city contends 
that USDA illegally has taken a 
piecemeal approach to road im- 
provements so as to avoid doing 
the EIS and needed mitigation to 
Indian Creek wetlands impacted 
by roadwork. The city believes 
that USDA has deliberately not 
included plans for widening 
Sunnyside Avenue from the CSX 
railway tracks to Edmonston 
Road (MD 201) in order to keep 
the impact upon wetlands less 
than one-acre, even though the 
development of the USDA facil- 
ity necessitates the future widen- 
ing of this section of road. If 
widened, city consultants believe 
that another four-and-one-half 
acres of wetland would be im- 
pacted. 

Last December, the USDA re- 
quested court permission to re- 
consider its planned modification 
of the intersection of Edmonston 
Road (MD 201) and Sunnyside 
Avenue under the National Envi- 
ronmental Policy Act. While this 
could result in USDA undertak- 
ing an EIS, it has not indicated 


Local Star Hoopster 
Leads UNC in NCAA

its intention of doing so, and the 
city’s attorney, Lawrence R. 
Liebersman believes that the de- 
partment may continue to avoid 
such a procedure. The court re- 
mand hearing for the further con- 
sideration isn’t until July. 
Public Support 
The Greenbelt City Council is 
trying to garner public support 
for the EIS being done. At the 
meeting, Mayor Judith Davis and 
other councilmembers urged cilti- 
zens to write to the attorneys for 
the U. S. Department of Justice 
and the USDA to urge the under- 
taking of a supplemental EIS. 
Expert Findings 
The city has employed two 
consulting firms to provide it 
with expert advice on the issues 
it has raised in court. 
Greenhorne and O’Mara, Inc., 
with John M. Christman, P.E. as 
senior project manager, has done 
a traffic analysis of roadway im- 
provements related to the devel- 
opment of the headquarters facil- 
ity. Environmental Systems 
Analysis, Inc. (ESA) did an 
analysis of wetland impacts asso- 
ciated with the road improve- 
ments. Both Christman and ESA 
President Kevin Kelly were 
present at the meeting to discuss 
their reports and findings. 
Christman noted _ that 
Sunnyside Avenue has been wid- 
ened to four lanes from US | to 
the CSX railroad tracks and that 
USDA has agreed to pay for the 
widening of Edmonston Road 
(Kenilworth Avenue extended) to 
four lanes from Cherrywood 
Lane in Greenbelt to Sunnyside 
Avenue. He concluded that if 
Edmonston 1s widened, 
Sunnyside should also be wid- 
ened to four lanes from the rail- 
road to Edmonston, both to ac- 
commodate traffic flow and for 
traffic safety. He found that 
there will be a need for a backup 
lane of 500 feet with another 50- 


100 feet of taper. The two-lane 
bridge across Indian Creek is 
only 158 feet from Edmonston 
and the railroad only 425 feet. 
Without the left-turn lane, the in- 
tersection will not operate as two 
lanes and traffic will back up 
onto the railroad tracks. . 

He also found a need for a 
double left turn lane onto 
Sunnyside from northbound 
Edmonston, an improvement 
identified in the Beltsville Agri- 
cultural Research Center master 
plan update. Again, the Indian. 
Creek bridge would need to be 
widened to accommodate the two 
turning lanes. 

Christman criticized the USDA 
traffic study for not taking into 
consideration the impact of train 
crossings on the overall opera- 
tion and safety of Sunnyside 
with and without widening. Ve- 
hicles backing up onto the tracks 
will be a traffic safety concern. 

Finally, he found that to 
widen all but 425 feet of 
Sunnyside is not practical. _Go- 
ing from four lanes to two and 
back to four at the intersection 
violates standard engineering 
practices and could cause long 
queues on Edmonston. 

Wetland Impacts 

Kelly, in his report, found 
that the USDA’s 1994 EIS did 
not adequately analyze the cu- 
mulative impacts of the construc- 
tion of the USDA complex at 
BARC. By segmenting road 
modifications into several 
projects and thereby applying for 
several permits instead of one 
comprehensive one, USDA has 
avoided analyzing the cumulative 
impact on the ecosystem of the 
road projects. | 

The wetlands impacted by 
these projects are very signifi- 
cant resources that serve many 
functions in the ecosystem, Kelly 


found. A significant portion are

Confidentiality Is 
Assured in Census 


- When a Census 2000 ques- 
tionnaire arrives, people may 
have questions as to the confi- 
dentiality of their answers. 

Federal law strictly protects 
the confidentiality of individual 
census answers. No one from 
outside the U.S. Census Bureau 
has access to the individual re- 
sponse from census question- 
naires.. Census Bureau employ- 
ees must take an oath to protect 
the confidentiality of answers. 
Violations of confidentiality re- 
quirements are punishable by 
imprisonment and fine. 

In the 1990’s, millions of 
census questionnaires were pro- 
cessed by the Census bureau, 
without a single breach of the 
protections guaranteed by law. 

The U.S. Supreme Court has 
upheld the confidentiality of 
census information. Census in- 
formation cannot be obtained by 
any other federal, state or local 
agency, for any purpose. The 
FBI, IRS, Social Security Ad- 
ministration, Immigration and 
Naturalization Service, courts, 
military and police are all de- 
nied access to individual census 
answers. 

Every household in the 
United States will receive a cen- 
sus questionnaire. Many in 
Greenbelt have already received 
the questionnaire. Most house- 
holds will receive the short 
form, consisting of seven ques- 
tions. One in six households 
will receive the long form with 
34 questions. When the census 


questionnaire arrives by mail, °. 


people should take a few min- 
utes to complete the form, and 
return it by mail, the Census 
Bureau urges.

Plus Five challenge by checking 
the U.S. Census Bureau web 
site (wwWww.census.gov) or the 
City of Greenbelt web site

wetlands of special state concern, 
known as the Beltsville Bottom- 
land Forest. The improvements 
will cause a loss to forest interior 
bird dwelling habitats that will be 
difficult to replace. These wet- 
lands also serve a valuable role in 
flood storage capacity and in ab- 
sorbing pollutants. They are also 
spawning areas for fish. 

Kelly states that it will be dif- 
ficult to provide adequate mitiga- 
tion for the loss of these wet- 
lands. If the widening of 
Sunnyside and a new bridge are 
considered along with other im- 
provements, USDA will have to 
provide approximately 10 acres of 
forested wetland mitigation, i.e. 
areas developed to become for- 
ested wetlands that are not such 
at present. If these mitigation 
sites are not located within the 
same floodplain as the wetlands 
lost, there will be increased flood- 
ing and the value to the ecosys- 
tem will be lost. The city has 
criticized current plans to do wet- 
land mitigation for the widening 
of Edmonston in another water- 
shed, that of Paint Branch. The 
requirement for mitigation for for- 
ested wetlands is two acres of 
new wetland for each acre lost, 
for areas of critical state concern 
it is 3 to 1.

Hill’s original plans, 
however, are altered when he dis- 
covers this little town’s heart and 
falls in love with its passionate 
people, wonderful children, sand, 
particularly, with Marian (Anne 
Staunton), the librarian. 

The comical core of the musi- 
cal begins when many citizens, 
such as Marian and Mayor 
George Shinn (Eliot Malumuth), 
begin to doubt Hill when he 
keeps putting off his pledge to 
provide youngsters with uniforms 
and instruments. 

Director Norma Ozur did a 
magnificent job casting great 
singers and actors. Staunton’s 
songs were the highlight of the 
evening, whereas Dahl’s voice 
suffered from a cold. Concern- 
ing the minor roles, the Barber’s 
Quartet made up of Frank 
Donnelly, Richard Kaiser, 
Charles Vance, and Tom Wheeler 
was fantastic. Hearing the entire 
ensemble sing was also a great 
treat welcomed with much ap- 
plause. 

Acting 

Further, the company’s acting 
did not fail 0 win audience ap- 
proval. In the leading roles, 
Dahl as the “Music Man” Hill, 
convinced with his wit and hu- 
mor, as well as with -his 


character’s ability to change for _ 


the better. 

Staunton easily transformed 
Marian from a girl with attitude 
to a compassionate woman. Ad- 
ditionally, one cannot emphasize 
enough how her beautiful singing 
pleased the audience. Malumuth 
as the Mayor who is struggling 
to correctly identify and pro- 
nounce both “‘big words” and ev- 
eryday expressions captured the 
audience with the musical’s most 
funny lines. 

Not only the adult actors, but 


also the children did a splendid 
job on opening night. Nine-year- - 


old Sam Hulsey, who portrayed 


Marion’s little brother Winthrop. 
_ suffering from a speech impedi- 


ment, touched the audience with 
his remarkable performance. An- 
other young actor who played 
her role as graceful as a profes- 
sional was 10-year-old Alexandra 
Gekas in the part of Amaryllis 
Squires. 
Costumes 

Virginia Zanner’s costume de- 
sign was skillful, beautiful and 
historically accurate. She paid 
attention to such details as dress- 
ing younger women and girls in 
pastels and older women in 
darker colors. Further, Zanner 
made sure that the character's 
head wear and costumes were ac- 
curate according to character's 
social status, gender, and age.
